We agreed to have a drink at the home of 
It was at the home of l l and in conversation that SUBJECT sqid he was head of the 
Americah Nazi Party, attaining that position after Lincoln Rockwell died. It was 
quite evident - that SUBJECT was anti-Jew/ anti-Negro, arid stated they all should be 
killed.

I had asked SUBJECT why the money is needed, and Mr Anderson stated 1 
that it was they who recently blew schoolbuses up so as to prevent de-segragation 
in the North. Also stated the money woxild buy guns and' ammunition. The manner of 
presentation by SUBJECT was sincere and convincing.
